The time, 
however, will come, when they also, to 
their sorrow, will discover the delusion— 
when all borrowed merit shall be destroy- 
ed—all false pretensions exposed, and their 
claim to honour and advancement be alone 
determined by their own intrinsic worth. 
How will ye stand this test—ye who have 
ho power but that of influence, nor any 
respect but that of wealth; or ye who 
pride yourselves on your own excellence, 
and presume to stand in judgment over 
the works of God? True piety is the only 
Virtue that will keep a man clear from 
the trammels of the world—that will point 
out to him the road to truth, and fit him for 
the enjoyment of that happiness which is 
ultimately destined for the good. But it 
is not sufficient that he acknowledge the 
existence of a Cod, or attend to the com- 
mon principles of morality ; he who would 
be a truly pious man, must be a religious 
man ; for religion is morality refined. He 
must remember the Author of his being, 
and consider his bounty and benevolence—

friend, and place in him a full and entire

ITURBIDE. 
Estreet of 6 letter from Soto Ia Marina dated July 23, 1834. 

** The Ex-Emperor, Augustin Iturbide, was 
landed in my presence on the night of the 15th, 
at this place, himself in the disguise of a mer- 
chant, accompanied by a German officer, named 
Charles Beinsky ; but he was unluckily recog- 
nized by some of the natives, and both were ap- 

rehended and sent up to the city. On the 17th 
Re sent on board for his family, consisting of his 
wife and two small children with her suite, four 
officers, two friars and a printer. On the 18th 
in the evening, he was sent to the Village of 
Padillo, (situated forty-five miles in the interior 
from Soto la Marina,) guarded by sixty Dragoons, 
with General Garcia at their head.” 

On the next morning, the 20th, at 4 o’clock, 
A. M. before day-light, he was executed at the 
head of the army. They say he died boldly, 
having previously made a jong speech in favour 
of the Government, exhorting the troops to be 
obedient and attentive to their duty. All his 
suite are detained under a strong guard, and it 
is reported they will sufler the same punishment 
asthe Emperor. The widow has expressed her 
wish to return to London and bring the rest of 
her children, six in number, along with her, to 
this country.” 

The letter adds, that the brig Swift, which 
hrought Iturbide out, had that morning sailed for 
New Orleans or Havana ; and that it was well she 
did, for 50 soldicrs arrived immediately after- 
wards to take possession of her. 





The Caraccas papers, by the schooner Pearl, 
received at the office of the Ballimore American, 
state, that the number of troops concentrated at 
Porto Cavello, destined to aid Bolivar in Perv, 
amounted to near four thousand. An equal num. 
ber were to join them in Carthagena, under the 
command of General Valero. 

it is currently stated (says the Columbiano of 
the 25ih ult.) that Lord Cochrane has obtained 
the consent of the Emperor of Brazil, to his as.
